Fifth, that in order to keep its pharma- 
copeeia secret and maintain its sanctity—it 
clothed it in a dead language. Others realized the appropriate- 
ness of this. 

Sixth, because some one discovered that it was possible, not 
only to live without a pharmacopeeia in the hands of a doc- 
tor, but that it was really much safer and better, and he com- 
municated the idea to some ene else, until finally the doctors 
themselves had to admit that it had been “ superseded.’’ 

Seventh, because its pharmacopceia is now as dead as the 
language in which it is written. 

This paper having been awarded the first prize the conven- 
tion withdrew to their homes, amid great popular enthusiasm. 


A Comparison 


i he American press has been kept busy copying from 
Mrs. Humphry Ward’s last novel the passage which 
conveys her impressions of President Roosevelt, and which 
compares him very charmingly to Odysseus, turning from 
“the heat of righteous battle” to disport with Penelope 
in the White House. The quotation is generally headed, 
‘Pen Picture of Roosevelt,” and, as such, has given sin- 
cere pleasure to many American readers. 

Yet if there is a hero in history or romance whom Mr. 
Roosevelt but dimly resembles, it is the wily Odysseus— 
master of subtleties and of self-control, speaker of “ smooth 
words” when he spoke at all, giver of gifts which the 
urbane Greeks did not call bribes, adroit in disguises as a

sfige detective, patient as fate, “brooding evil in the depth 
of his heart,” counsellor of cruel deeds, and silent slayer 
of all who wronged him. Even in the matter of fighting, 
Odysseus had so little relish for martial joys that he 
feigned insanity rather than bear a hand in the Trojan war. 


“ He said that he was busy, 
And marching made him dizzy;” 
and it took the most distinguished alienist of the day to 
outwit him into action. 

It is hard to find points of resemblance. True, Mrs. 
Ward calls Mr. Roosevelt “an honest Odysseus,” but one 
might as well say “an amiable Achilles.” If the wisest of 
Greeks ever acted on impulse, ever spoke a hasty word or 
struck a hasty blow, ever committed himself to the least 
of indiscretions, or lapsed into moods of ingenuousness, his 
biographers have failed to note the fact.
